thoꝛity in thele our daies , as with allowance and beſee⸗ 

ming conueniencp, ſuch apith faſhions and follies, that 
the moꝛe euerer out⸗woꝛne ages of the world, deceaſed 
and gone, ſhould they haue but liffed vp their head and in 
their times would haue hyfcd out of countenance to

ignozant Papiſts, oz other ſectaries of Yereſies, moſt

then example of multifude , of parents, pꝛogenitoꝛs, 02 
friends that went befoze them: ſo the example of this euill, 
ſo common, ſo much made of, ſo cockred, ſs th2tuing, ſo 
bedecked, ſo admired, ſo dandicd on thelap of Greatneſſe, 
of Authozity, dzawes millions to perdition after it, foz 
the greateſt part neuer looke further then the example of 
the greateſt number; the Coach eaũly runnes that is 
dꝛawne wtth many hoꝛſes, ſone followes one where thon- 
ſands leade the way: Theſe haut diſiopned in chambers 
by the deuill, that were comoynodia the Church by God, 


comfort, to goe to hote hell for company: Luſt, that bop⸗ 


ling damnedputrefaction ofthe bloud, that raging, ruling, 
— rong 


and vet it muſt be ingenuouſly confeſf, it is but a cold 
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headſfrong ſinne of this age, that is foo apt fo bꝛeake out, 
though it went cloathed in Sacke-clgth, and Hairedoath, 
and fed onely (as ſaith an Authour) with the Capuchin 


dyet of graſſe and hearbes, and ſuch like, and ſuppꝛeſt 


with all the ſubiection can be impoſed to ſubdue it, that 
vet like lime it would flaſh and fic out th2ough out all 
theſe impoſitions: but on the contrary, we are ſo far from 
ſubduing that paſſion, and keeping it vnder , by any ſuch 
meanes, that it is attired and ſet out in the moſt Arffull 
bewitching, and intieing temptation that may be deniſed, - 
whole daies and nights, and thoughts and ſtudies , and 


coſts and cares, caſt away therean, faz the better ſucceſſe 


therein, though the wozle ill thereby, faz the end thereof 
is buf repentance and (ozrow. 

Another maine enemy, to apen this hꝛeach, is impati⸗

allowance, that God and man thought meete, couch and 
ſubmit it ſelfe to theſe oꝛdinances, but that coneupiſrenee 
and luſt, inkindle deſire, and it findeth not delight in that 
it hath, but in that it would haue, accoz ding as the Poet ve⸗ 
rifpeth. a 


Luſt nere takes delight in hat is due, 
But fill leaues knawne delightsto ſeeke out new. 
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It lookes out of the window, where fuell is adinini- 
fired where temptation entreth in: edgeth it ſelfe vpon 
one fo2 reſpects that it can conceiue but not vtter; vpon an 

. other, foz ſome thing it likes, but knowes not what; It 
makes choyre of a third, foz modeſty baites his luſt in that 
fiame; to thinke with What lookes it could looke in con⸗ 
cluſton, that is ſo fiered with bluſhes in but pꝛoffered, 
concerning circumſtances, though karre diſtant and re⸗ 
mote from either time o2 action: Upon a fourth, foz her 
quaint conceite, and diſcouers by debating how ſhe could 
vſeit,beingput to het non plus, in the bare point of- try- 
all, with the beauty of afiff, to conceine what a large 
fruition it were to be inflamed on the pzomontozy of the 
Mill, when the demeanes, and adiacent Uallies , to that 
fuller ſurfet, reſtrained not their ſhades noz fonntaines; 
And indeed, to conclude, there is none ſo vgly, none fo? 
defozined, but Luſt will finde argument to make vle or if, 
map it but haue meanes to eniop it.

to raiſe them vp, of this Caffe foz their ſtay , and beſides 
foꝛ ought that euer I could heare, oz obſerue, that age is 
moſt pꝛone to ſcoꝛtch it ſelfe.in the flames of thatfire , and 
therefoze ma lawfully pertake theremedy againſt if, and. 
fo2 the latter pꝛopoſition, foꝛ ought I ſ&, the Law fo2bids

In no leſle palpable exrour arethoſe, that ſo wittingly 
and violently, are carried on either ſide in this dangerous 
 Ttreame of a coꝛrupted iudgement to the apparanteſt 
ſpectacle and certainteſt ſhame that woman may do them, 
making that vnqueſtionable their diſhonour by this con⸗ 
ſequence, which a ſober courſe might haue directed to a 
moꝛe certaine end, Therefoꝛe who euer thou art that 
wouldſt not winke at ſuch a ſhame, that fo p2ofite doth 
ſucced, wouldit not regard whether hand bzought it in, 
vſe a god indenour, ſuch fozeſight and warineſſe as may 
pꝛouide foz2 competency , pꝛeuent indigence and want 
two great allapers of affection, and a maine inciter of un- 
patient bearers to this folly and abuſe, and aboue all ſckto 
plant in her Religion, faz fo ſhee cannot loue God but 
withall ſhee muſt honour thee, increaſe her knowledge 
in good things, and giue her certaine aſſurance and teſti⸗ 
monpok thy lone, that ſhe may with hers againe the moꝛe 
recip2ocally equalh thy affection ; For true loue hath no 
power tothinke, much leſſe act amiſſe: And theſe diſ⸗ 
creetely put in p2aciſe ſhall moze pꝛeſerue at all times, 
and temptations, then Spies, oz Eyes, Iealouſie 02 any 
reſtraint, foz theſe ſometimes may bee deluded , oꝛ oner- 
watched, oz pzeuentedby opoztunity, but this neuer.

kaowne vnto his wife fo bee her huſ bands father and 
mother, He kindly enkertained then, 4 Whenhaining well 
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repleniſhed their bodies by food and ſuſtenance, fo reſt 
them the eaſier after their trauell, ſhee laid them both in 
her huſbands bed; after which hee ſuddenly entring in 
poſleſſed with this deadly iealouſp, and miſſing his wife 
goes into the chamber, where perceiuing two in his bed 
a llcepe, hee ſo inraged with paſſion (taking it to bee his 
wife and ſome adulterer with her) dꝛew forth his ſwoꝛd 
and ſlew them both thereon at once, which when hee per- 
ceived his father and mother, hee heauily repented with 
ſoꝛrow and woe, and ſhoztly after dyed with grie le and 
penſiueneſſe. And beſides all this becauſe it is thought 
(foꝛ the moſt part) to calla mansowne guiltineſſe into 
queſtion, as Petrarch to that purpoſe well obſerueth, who 
thus notet : 


There's no man iealous I durſt paſſe my word, 
Nor feares the ſcabberd but hath ſtrooke with t'ſ word. 


Af childzen, which are the very pledges of lone, make 
you parents, reliſh their tender peares with learning and 
picky, let Gods Law bee the ſeaſoning of their firſt 
thoughts, foz wee know by experience, greene veſſels 
long reliſh of the firſt liguour they receiue, and by inſtru⸗ 
ction they map bee as ſone taught to ſa» Hoſanna fo 
CHRIST, as Bald⸗pate to Eliſha; aſſbone a god woꝛd 
as a bad ſcoffe: Aﬀect not one moze then another, loue 
them all, but dote vpon none, with the folly of the moſt; 
let them bee childꝛen not wantons, walke befoꝛe them el⸗ 
peciallp, their moze riper peares with the moꝛe obſeruant 
orample , which will bee better to them then many god 
leſlons. Nepine not with the wicked woꝛldling, who had 
rather ſechis counting houſe inuironed with vpbzayding 
bagges then his Table with this bleſſed garland of chil⸗ 
dꝛen, but bee thankefull foꝛ them, what euer thy pouertp, 
fo2 as they are Pignora, Pledges, ſo are they Benedicti- 
obes nn and it ſhall bee moꝛe pleaſing fo . 
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ſcience vpon thy death⸗bed fo ſeale them as treaſure fo; 
the Kingdome of heauen, fo yeeld vp thy ſpirit in the 
midſt of their inuironing, then fo vaſeale fo many bagges 
of euill heaped tceaſure to nere after perfozined Legacies, 
euery piece wherein ſhall rend thy heart in peeces at that 
houre, to thinke of the guilfy atchiening thereof: Be⸗ 
ſides hee that hath much riches, ts ſubiect to many cares, 
many feaxes, dꝛead of opp2eſſion of violence; but hee that 
hath many childzen hath euen a peace in warre, a ſecurity 
euen in greateſt danger, koꝛ hee (hall ſpeake boldly with 


his enemies in the gate, they areasſo many ſwozds in 
thy defence, ſo many arrowes in thy Numer, Arrowes 


(as ſaith one) becauſe they may bee ſs lenelled by good 
. at thine enemies, as by 
the contrary againſt thy ſelfe. J do not ſee but that na⸗ 


turall reaſon and mecre carnall man may bee grauelled, 


incumbꝛed and diſquieted, in many circumſtances of 
carriage in this buſineſſe, but thoſe muſt bce debated and 
foꝛethought befo2e the entring therein, not repented of 
afterwards : If thou haſt laid thy hand to this Plow, be⸗ 
come a Huſbandman in this ererciſe, thou muſt not by 
any meanes looke backe, foz then the allurement of other 
beauties will bzce> a dillike of thine owne , in which that 
thou maiſt bee the better contented, haue ſome part in 
thine owne poztion, foz as the ſaping is: 


Who takes a woman foule vnto his wife, 
Doth pennance daily, yet ſinnes all his life. 


The charges of childzen, the vnfathfulneſſe of ſer- 
_ nanfs, fheviquietneſſe of neighbours, would with foz a 
fo2mer liberty and releaſement , and nothing diſgeſteth 
this courſe of life moze then conftancy and perſeuerance, 
and beeau'e it is a Trade of ſuch Myſtery and Art, 
thereio;e: (aga famous man of our time wꝛiteth) thoſe 


that haue but ſeuen peares to learne any other, hane thꝛee 
| times 
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times ſeuen to acquaint themſelues in the labozinth of 
this and the management thereof befoze they bndertake 
tit, therefoze hauing this notion make vle thereof, either 


diſcharge it willingly and N „ 02 vndertaue it 
not at all.

And foꝛ Title, dz Toombe⸗ 
like b2auery, well may they wozke vpon the eie of follie 
but neuer beſiege the heart of vnderſtauding: And as it 
was lately well obſerued by one, who, to that eſfed, thus 
kurther noted their vanity. 5
